(twice Mayor of the ſaid 
City) being ſeized of di- 
vers Lands and Tene- 
ments in ſeveral Pariſhes 
ack Ml ſaid City and Suburbs of 
the fame ; having made a Feoffment 
thereof to John Rowe, Eſq; Serjeant 
at Law, Sir Thomas Dennis, Knt. and 
others, to certain Uſes, by his laſt Will 
and Teſtament, in Writing, dated the 
23d of April, 9 Hen. 8. Anno Dom. 
I - 17, declared 4 the Sum of fourteen 
Pounds yearly ſhould be beſtowed by 
| B his 
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his Executors out of his Lands as he had 
appointed by his ſaid Feoffment, and 
of his ſaid Will made and conſtituted 
Richard Andrew, his Son, and others, 
Executors; and further, thereby de- 


viſed and gave to his faid Executors and 
their Heirs, his ſaid Lands and Tene- 


ments, to find a Chaplain, and to diſtri- 


. bute every Year for ever thereafter, to 
twelve poor Men, as in the ſaid Will was 
ſet forth, which Will was proved in the 
Proctor's Court of Canterbury, 13 die 
Decem. 1529. And afterwards, for the 
better Performance of the ſaid Will, 
John Blackaller, Gent. one of the 
Executors, by his Deed-Poll, dated 3 
Septem. 14, Elis. 1572, did give and 
grant to the Mayor, Bailiffs, and Com- 
monalty of the ſaid City, their Succeſ- 
ſors, and Aſſigns for ever, all thoſe 
Meſſuages. Lands and Tenements afore- 
ſaid, with their Appurtenances, to 
maintain and ſuſtain twelve poor Men 
according to the Contents of the ſaid 
Will, with a Covenant from the Gran- 
tees, that the Grantor, his Heirs and 
Aſſigns ſhould receive the Iſſues and 
Profits of the {aid Lands ſo long as he, 
his Heirs and Aſſigns ſhould in all 
Things fulfil the ſaid Will: And after- 

wards, 
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wards, Sir Thomas Dennis afoteſaid, 
by his Deed trapartite indented, dated 
6 Septem. 36 Eliz 1 594, did enfeoff and 
confirm to Gilbert Blackall:r, Gent. 
his Heirs and Aſſigns, divers Tene- 
ments in ſeven ſeveral Pariſnes prout; 
And the ſaid Gz/bert Blackalltr, by 
the ſame Need, did grant unto the ſaid 
Sir Thomas Dennis and his Heirs one 
Annuity, or yearly Rent of fourteen 
Pounds, to be had out cf the Premiſes, 
to be employ'd and diſtributed yearly 
unto and upon twelve poor People in- 
habiting within the ſaid City, according 

to the true Intent and Meaning of the 

faid Thomas Andrew's laſt Will, and as 

the ſame have been before commonly 

diſtributed and employ'd; provided that 

ſo long as the ſaid G:/hert Blackaller 

and his Heirs ſhould pay to the ſaid 

Poor the ſaid fourteen Pounds, the ſaid 

Annuity ſhould ceaſe and not be paid, 

with Power to deſtrain, if it were un- 

paid. End the ſaid Gilbert Blackaller, 

for himſelf and his Heirs, by the ſame 

Indenture, did further give, grant 2 
and agree to and with the {aid Mayor, 

Bailiffs, and Commonalty (the third 

Party to the ſame Indenture) that if the 

ſaid Annuity of fourteen Pounds, and 
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every Part thereof ſhould not yearly for 
ever be paid to the ſaid poor People, 
thar then it ſhould be lawful for them to 
enter into all the ſaid Premiſes and de- 
{train, and the Diſtreſs ro detain until 
the ſame were paid for the End afore- 
ſaid ; which ſaid Deeds remain in the 
Council Chamber of the ſaid City, where 
the faid Will is allo inrolled, 6 Novem. 

That part of theſe Lands 
being afterwards conveyed by Inden- 
ture dated 6 Octo. 6 Facobi 1. 1608, 
by Gilbert Blackaller and others un-

| a a Commiſſion was ſued forth out of 
B the Chancery upon the Statute of Cha- 
ritable Uſes, whereupon this Agree- 
BE ment between the Commiſſioners and 
the ſaid Mr. Achym was concluded, vig.

2. Griffen Amerideth, Eſq; (lometime 
Mayor of this City) conſidering with 
himſelf that the decent Burial of the 
Dead was not the leaſt Office of 
Chriſtian Charity, whereof the People 
of former Ages were little regarding ; 
and altho? ſome Perſons by the Laws of 
this Realm, were adjuged to Death as 
their juſt Demerit for their Offences ; 
yet, was he much moved with Pity and 
Compaſſion to ſee their naked Bodies 
interr'd; wherefore by his laſt Will and 
Teſtament in Writing, dated Arg. 3. 
Eliz. Anno 1561. did declare that all 
his Lands, Tenements, and Poſſeſ- 
ſions, lying and being within the 
Pariſh of Szabury in the County of De- 
von, ſhould wholly remain to the Uſes 
following; that is to ſay, That every 
poor Perſon that thereafter within the 
Caſtle or City of Exon, for any Cauſe 
whatſoever, ſhould have Judgment of 
Death, not having wherewith to bury 
himſelf, a Shrowd to cover his Body, 
that then to every Body ſo uttering, 
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out of the Rents and Profits of the 
laid Lands, there ſhould be bought a 
Coffin, wherewith he might be de- 
| cently interr'd : And the laid Lands 
(lying in 974ford, within the faid Pariſh 
of J:dbury, deſcending to Edward 
Amerideth, his Son and Heir (who 
much deſiring the Performance of his 
\ Father's Will) did by his Deed-Poll 
dared ꝙ April, 3 Elis. 1561. give and 
grant unto the Mayor, Bailitts, and 
Commonzlty of the ſaid City, and to 
their Succeſſors for ever, all thoſe his 
Meſſuages.

Who although he met with many Loſſes 
and Croſſes in his worldly Eſtate both 
by Sea and Land, yet it pleaſed Almigh- 
ty God ſo to reſtore him again, as that 
he recovered a great Eſtate ; and in 
Thankfulneſs to God that gave it to him 
(having no Iſſue) by his laſt Will and 
Teſtament in Writing, dated 6 Nov. 3 
Elis. 1588 (among divers other great 
Legacies to charitable Uſes, he pur- 
chaſed Lands and Tenements...in the 
ſeveral Pariſhes of St. Thomas the Apo- 
ſtle, Vhitſione, and MH Culme, in the 
County of Devon, in the Name of one 
Thomas Spicer, then one of the Alder- 
men of this City, the high Rents 
whereof were 11/. 7 f. 5 d. per Ann, 
and appointed them to be conveyed to 
the Mayor, Bailifts, and Commonalty 
of this City, to the Intent that of and 
with the Rents and Profits of the ſame 
there ſhould be made a Stock of Money,

which by the Mayor and Aldermen of 
the ſaid City ſhould be employed in + 
lome good Sort that the poor People of 
the ſaid City might be from Time to 
Time ſet on work, and yet the Stock 
cyer kept whole, and not decayed, but 
increaſed with the yearly Revenues of 
the ſaid Lands for ever.

by the ſaid Sir Joh Acland (during 
his Life) and the ſaid Mayor, Bailitts 
and Commonalty, to be moſt fitting and 
convenient; and after his Death, by 
the ſaid Mayor, Bailiffs, and Commo- 
nalty only, in fuch Manner and Sort as 
the ſaid Sir ohn Acland hath already, 
or ſhall, by his laſt Will and Teſta- 
ment, under his Hand and Seal, ſet 
down and appoint for the continual 
binding out of twenty ſuch poor Ap- 
prentices as aforeſaid ; five Marks to h 
always delivered out with every Ap- 
prentice-boy to his Maſter, and the 
like with every Maid.

1569, did grant unto the Mayor, Bai- 
lifts, and Commonalty of the ſaid City, 
and to their Succeſſors for ever one 
Annuity or yearly Rent of five Pounds, 
to be iſſuing out of certain Lands, Te- 
nements and Herediraments lying in 
Exilaud aforeſaid (late the Inheritance 
of Chriſizan Chapman, Widow, de- 
ceas'd, being the Inn called the Bell, 
now in the Poſſeſſion of $abina Holder, 
Widow, and divers other Tenements

126. Robert Vilvayn, late of this 
City, Doctor in Phyſick, gave freely 
towards the Benefit of a free Latin 
School, within St. John's Hoſpital, the 
Inheritance of a Tenement in Parzs- 
ſtreet, without the Eaſt-gate of the ſaid 
City, late in the Poſſeſſion of Alexan- 
der Hill, of the yearly Rent of 2 J. 

He alſo cauſed a new Build- 
ing within the ſaid Hoſpital, ro be 
created at the Charge of about fix 
hundred Pounds. He likewile erected

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a new Library at his own proper Coſts, 
at the Eaſt-end of the Cathedral Church, 
behind the high Altar there, in a 
Chapel heretofore founded by Xing 
Athelſtone, commonly called the Lady's 
Chapel, being dedicated to the Virgin 
Mary.

out of the Free-School here and ſent to 
Exeter College in Oxford, allowing 8 /. | 
per Ann. to each Boy for the Space of 
{even Years, as by the Inſtructions here. 
after {et down may appear. He alſo 
gave five Pounds per Annum for a 
School-miſtreſs, to teach poor Children | 
freely in the Pariſh of St. Szdwell's, 
with many other liberal Benefactions. 


Dr. Vilyayn's Inſtruttions, 


1. I give for ever thirty two Pounds 
yearly, to be paid quarterly to four 
Scholars Penſions (to wit) forty Shil-

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lings apiece, towards their Mainte- 
nance in the Univerſity, which ſhall be 


paid to the Rector, or Sub-Rector of 


Exeter College for the Time being, by 
the Mayor and Chamber, or Corpora- 


tion of Exeter City, out of my Brew- 


houſe and Malt-houſe built, or ſhortly 
to be built, in the Manor of Exzland, 
belonging to the ſaid City, which Land 
I have purchaſed for that and other cha- 
ritable Uſes. 

2. Theſe four Penſioners are to par- 
take of this Exhibition, who have not 
of their own, and whoſe Parents arc not 
of Ability to maintain them in the 


' Univerſity. 


3. Theſe ſhall be choſen two out of 
the high School in Z x97, and two out 
of the Free Grammar-School, and this 
Order is ſtill to be obſerved in the Ho- 


ſpital, which the Maſter of the School,
